Should pending bill fail, physician says, about 2000 new cases of 
syphilis will develop in Missouri in next two years, and 1000 in- 
fected babies will be born; sees Legislature muffing chance to serve 
public health; puts issue up to conscience of committee members.

HOSE who have studied the subject of

Government Reorganization 


New Measure, President Says, Is Designed 
to Improve Efficiency of Executive 
Branch and Cut Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP). 
a. text of President Roosevelt's 

message to Congress transmit- 
ting his second reorganization plan, 
follows: 

Pursuant to the provisions otf 
the Reorganization Act of 1939, ap- 
proved April 3, 1939, I herewith 
transmit reorganization plan No. 2, 
which, after investigation, I have 
prepared in accordance with the 
provisions of section 4 of the act; 


and I declare that with respect to/ment.

No. 2, I have found that such trans- | 


fer, consolidation or abolition is 
necessary to accomplish one or

(A) of the act. 

In mv message to the Coneress

Purpose of the Two Plans. 

Plan No. 1, had to do with over- 
all management, Plan No. 2, trans- 
mitted herewith, is designed to 
improve the work of the executive 
branch for which, although carried 
on through executive departments 
and agencies, the responsibility to 
the people is through the President,

Inland Waterways Shift. 

The Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion is transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from the War- 
Department. This corporation, 
which operates inland waterways 
transportation facilities, should be 
co-ordinated with the administra- 
tion of other aids to commerce and 
industry. 


I propose to transfer to the Fed- 


eral security agency, for administra- 
ition in the office of education, the 
‘film and radio functions of the

Other Provisions of Plan. 

The plan hkilso includes certain 
general provisions in order to ac- 
complish fully the purposes of the 
act, In addition to the transfer of 
bureaus and other units, it is nec- 
essary also to transfer certain func- 
tions of heads of departments; to 
transfer records, property and per- 
sonnel; to transfer funds; and to 
provide that the power of appoint- 
ment occasionally, and sometimes 
apparently quite accidentally, vest- 
ed in a subordinate -official of a 
department, shall be vested in the 
head of the department. It is im- 
possible to exercise the proper di- 
rection and supervision over subor- 
dinate units unless the definite 
power of appointment, fixing of 
compensation, transfer, and pro- 
motion or dismissal of personne! is 
vested in the principal responsible 
head, In no other way can the 
similar 
functions under a single head as 
required by the act be accomplished 
in practice. 

_ It is one of the five purposes of 
the Reorganization Act “to reduce 
expenditures to the fullest extent 
consistent with the efficient opera- 
tion of the Government.” This is 
an important purpose in each phase 
of the plan here presented, The Re- 
organization Act prohibits abolish- 
ing functions—in other words, basic 
services or activities performed. 
Therefore, the reduction in expendi- 
tures must necessarily be brought 
about chiefly in the overhead ad- 
ministrative expenses of the agen- 
cies affected. In a great many 
cases the economies to be effected 
by reorganization plan No. 2 will 
be the result of improved efficiency 
which will, as the plan works out, 
require fewer persons to perform 
the work or will require the em- 
ployment of less temporary  4as- 
sistance. 

Estimated Saving. 

In the case of the consolidation 
of the foreign services, it is esti- 
mated that the administration by a

J., testified it was “the custom of 
fhe industry” for smaller concerns 


to maintain prices identical with 
those published by American Brass, 
a wholly owned subsidiary» of the 
Anaconda Copper Co. 

John A. Coe Jr., general sales 
manager for American Brass, de- 
nied that his company was price 
leader, testifying that in many in- 
stances his company followed prices 
set by competitors. 

He conceded, however, that there 
was “a general following” with re- 
spect to price policies and when 
one company increased the price of 
a product others often followed suit 
without any necessary relation to 
costs. 

“At Their Own Discretion.” 

As for other companies follow- 
ing American Brass prices, Coe 
said, “we publish our prices and 
anyone who wishes to may follow 
them at their own discretion.”

Last Plan for This Session. 


May I repeat what I said in my 
message transmitting reorganiza- 


tion plan No. 1, that in this as in 
future reorganization plans not ev-

every detail. Out of the many 
groupings and regroupings pro- 
posed, a few of the individual agen- 
cies conceivably could be placed 
elsewhere, but I have been seeking 
to consider the functional purpose 


\of each agency as required by the 
Reorganization Act itself and have 


made this plan with the sole pur- 
pose of improving the service ren- 
dered by the Government to its cit- 
izens in accordance with the pur- 
poses set out in the act. 

In view of the fact that it is now

Not all of the interdepartmental 
transfers,and consolidations that 
are necessary and desirable have 
been accomplished in this reorgan- 
ization plan No. 2. I am directing 
the Bureau of the Budget to study 
these problems in order that they 
may be included in plans to be 
transmitted to the Congress at its 
next session. 

For example, in order to save 
money and to do the work more 
efficiently there are some units 
which should be divided so that a 
part of the work may be done by 
one agency and a part by another. 
Take, for example, the business of 
mapping. It is obviously import- 
ant that the work of making sur- 
veys and accumulating data for 
maps should be done in the various 
agencies which are concerned pri- 
marily with the purpose for which 
the map is being drawn.

‘ In the corridor of our law school hangs Lincoln’s advice to law- 
yers: 

“Discourage litigation. Persuade your neighbors to compromise 
whenever they can. Point out to them how the nominal winner is often 
the real loser—in fees, expenses and waste of time. As a peacemaker, 
the lawyer has a superior opportunity of being a good man.” 

SOME LAWYERS, wigan fail to heed this sterling ad- 
vice. They become what is called “ambulance chasers,” and encourage 
all the litigation they can, setting their fee on a percentage basis of the 
amount awarded their client. 

In the medical profession we often encounter patients who de- 
liberately prolong their recovery in order to file a suit for damages. 
A surgeon friend of mine had such a patient who deliberately stuffed 
a wad of gauze into an abdominal incision for just such a purpose. 

Internes will frequently catch patients tearing out the stitches 
and contaminating the wound in order to make out a case against 
These people are too dumb to realize that they may in- 
troduce a fatal infection. Money-mad, they are petty racketeers. 

What's the cure for such selfishness? The Golden Rule and more 
moral instruction in childhood, both at home and in the Sunday schools.

HEY sold her Persian rug and 
T ittany plate last month to the 

highest bidder to pay a long 
overdue storage bill. As the auc- 
tioneer spurred the bidding with 
excited tones, she stood quietly at 
one side of the littered, disordered 
room, an inconspicuous figure in 
bargain-basement clothing, inclined 
a trifle toward plumpness but still 
attractive in a middle-aged way. 
Few in the room knew her and the 
sardonic smile on her lips or the 
nervous gesture she made in press- 
ing her graying hair in place, held 
no meaning for the rooming house 
proprietors, hotel keepers and used 
furniture dealers busy inspecting 
the articles with deprecatory shrugs 
and grimaces, 

The woman was the former Flo 
Leeds, a central figure in one of 
the most sensational “triangle” 
cases in the history of American 
scandal She was watching’ the 
disposal of the last trace of a half- 
million dollar fortune settled on her 
less than 20 years ago by the man 
who escorted her down the path of 
notoriety. The man was James A, 
Stillman, whose. social prominence, 
vast wealth and high station in the 
financial world as president of the 
National City Bank, New York, 
made certain that a curious public 
would never be sated until the last 
detail of the Stillman case had been 
squeezed onto the front pages. And 
it was there for more than three 
years, there steadily until the names 
of Flo Leeds, James Stillman and 
his wife, Fifi, stood etched in scar- 
let letters in the memories of news- 
paper readers. 

The story broke in 1921, when the 
Stillmans, bitterly estranged, each 
Mrs. Still- 
man asserted in her suit that her 
husband had associated with other 
women. Then the banker countered 
with an astounding charge that he 
was not the father of Baby Guy 
Stillman, born since he and Fifi 
were married. He declared that 
the child’s true father was Fred 
K. Beauvais, a Canadian-Indian, 
who had acted as a guide for Mrs. 
Stillman during a prolonged sum- 
mer vacation in the northwoods 
near Caughnewaga, Quebec.

Stone recalled these early memo- 
ries with a dry chuckle over a heap- 
ing platter of rare roast beef in 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer commis- 
sary. Between spearing bits of tasty 
beef, he opined Grandma Stone 
would have approved of Judge 
Hardy, his understanding, kindli- 
ness and wisdom, and particular- 
ly, his dignity. Grandma was great 
on dignity. Thus, through the 
Judge, Stone believes, he would 
have gotten Grandma’s belated 
sanction to the step he took. For 
at the end of a long trail, it is as 
Judge Hardy, apparently, Stone is 
to be remembered best, along with 
the phenomenon of the Judge 
Hardy Family, which has _ run 
through seven episodes, the latest

It was at this period he first ex- 
pressed the shocking ambition to 
become a swashbuckling adventur- 
er.

His 
school was No. 89 in Lenox avenue 
and 134th street. It interested him 
little and was the beginning and 
end of his formal education. His 
pride was the twenty-foot sloop, 
Lilly, the ownership of which was 
shared with 15 boys from around 
the neighborhood.

Stone’s relatives in the theater 
were amused by his brief stage ca- 
reer.
